G ray hair is caused by a loss of pig­ 
ment, or coloring m atter, and small air 
hubbies getting into the hair and giving 
It the w hite appearance. 
T here is no 
way of curing this condition, although 
it m ay som etim es be prevented by 
keeping the scalp healthy and clean. 
This is not always possible, however. 
as heredity plays an im portant imrt in 
the tendency of the hair to become 
gray.
